w AT CANTON, 
} “+ AN URGENT NEED, 


‘In his ‘annuat report. on the: foreign 
trade of Canton in 1992, Mr, aA. H. 
Harris, the former Commissioner - of 
Customs, makes the following reference 
to the harbour:— wee : 

T wish to draw serious attention to the 
remarks in the Harbour Master’s report 
relative to the obstruction in the upper 
harbour cauded by the continued presence 
of the fish market rafts and buts off 
Wongsha, “Repeated. representations by 
the two railway companies and by this 
office’ have proved unavailing;. and the 
double turnover in goyernment this year:

R. V. Deot, .with branches at Harbin, 
Chefvo and London. On July t6tn, 1023, 
a declaration was make at HLM. Supreme 
Court by Rohert Vyvyan Dent of his in- 
ability to pay his debts, and on the same. 
date a petition was filed by him, for a 
receiving order to be mado 1 respect,.of 
his.cstate, The receiving order was duly 
made by the Court and the Official Re- 
ceiver was constituted receiver of the 
debtor's property. In pursuance of ‘the 
powers conferred upon the Official Re- 
ceiver by Section’ 10 of the Bankruptcy 
Act 1914, he had appolated on July 17th, 
Mr. Alexander McLure, of Messrs. Seth, 
Mancel &-McLure, chartered: account- 
ants, Shanghai, to act as special man- 
agor until the appointment of u trugtee. 
“Mr McLure had acted in that capacity 
Fup to the present.

MERCHANTS’ STEAMER FRUSTRATED. 


_ The” police, yesterday . afternoon. 
through the diligence of one. of their 
officers nipped in ‘the bud what appears 
to have. been nm woll-lid plan to’ pirate a 
large "Hongkong steamer." The vessel 
wag the ss, Awang’ Tak, belonging to 
the. China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company. She had just embarked some 
two to three hundred passengers and a 
good cargo:of merchandise, and was on 
the point of departure, «when Sergt- 
| Carey of the Water Police, boarded the 
vessel at West Point from a police launch 
and instituted a scarch of the passctigers. 
His, presence was sufficient to cause a 


panic and a ‘number of people on’ beard 
made dcaperate efforts to make the shore. 

Sergt. Carey succeeded to some extent 
in stopping the rush with the aid of the 
police; launch erew nnd’ the crew of the 
steamer. ‘He then, picked out a man who 
appegred to be acting in .a suspicious. 
manner and, taking bim into a cabin, 
searched -him, The suspect was armed 
with three ‘fully loaded: revolvers. : 

His suspicions-of:.a ‘plot to pirate the 
ship. were hy now fully confirmed. Ho 
communicated .with the Water Police 
Station and asked for a party of police 
to-be sent along to the vessel at once, 
and in tho mean time 
close watch on. the, passengers. On the 
arrival of the police party it wos decided 
to take the vessel out into Kowloon Bay, 
where there’ would be no fear of aay of 
the people on board escaping, and where 
the. ship could be searched without inter- 
ruption. The search took a considerable 
time, but it was not a fruitless, for in 
different parts of the yesscl a number of 
revolvers and quantities of ammunition 
were discovercd.: These, along with a 
number of suspects, were taken to the 
Water Police Station. .. : 

The sensational incident will probably 
have its sequel at the. Magistracy, this 
morning, when some: of thé people taken 
to the Station will be charged.
